To the Chairman and Councillors of the Barnack Rural District. 
My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my anmal report for 
tne year 1952. 

The health of the district has been very satis- 
factory. whe birth rate is less than in 1951 and is below 
that of the country as a whole, but the death rate is ex- 
ceptionally low at 7.23. There were no deaths of infants 
under one year of age, no deaths from maternal causes and 
no deaths from infectious diseascs. No cases of diphthcria 
were reported and the incidence of infectious diseascs was 
extremely low. 

Water supplics have bcen satisfactory. As will 
be scen from the Surveyor's report good progress has been 
made with the building of council houses but little has been 
possible in remedying the defects of sub-standard houses. 

As will be seen from the Sanitary Inspector's report 
difficulty is being experienced in Barnack with sewage dis- 
posal, owing to the separate and small units for groups of 
houseSe It is my opinion that a water borne sewerage scheme 
is now becoming esSential before further building is under- 
taken.

The Thornhaugh supply is liable to surface contamination 
there beings too many samples in classes iii anc iv. The 
source is from surface springs and steps are being taken to 
improve the methods of collection. Until this is done and 
Samples have been provec consistently satisfactory, this 
Supply must be regardea with a certain amount of suspicion. 


Both supplies are chlorinated at source. Bacteriological 
tests of chlorination have been satisfactory. 
All villages in the district have now a piped supply.

Both wator samples shewet. little cvidence of organic 
pollution and were of suitable quality fbr human consumption, 
domestic use and Gairy purposes provided that reecnt bactcrio- 
logical examinations have proved the absence of undesirable 
bacteria.

INSPECTIONS, COVPLAINTS AD NOTICES. 


Inspections 202, Re-visits 286 
27 Informal Notices were served under the Public Health 
Act 1936 during the year, © of which had not been complied with at the 


end of the year. 


HOUSING ACTS 1936 = 1952 


Wo generg@l demolition procedure has again been possible 
under Section 11 Housing Act 1935, although towards the end of the year 
a bl: * of 4 sub-standard cottages was demolished and the site cleared 
With “25 willing co-operation of the owner, the tenants having been 
prev: .sly re-housed in council houses. Generally, repair notices 
have ea2in been in respect of 'firsteaid' repairs. Wo revision of the 
existi:.¢ Rent Restriction Acts was made during the year, although this 
complicated problem was receiving the attertion of the Government 
Deparv nent concerned. 


Only 1 application for Improvement Grant under Part II 
of th: Housing Act 1949 was received, and this was approved. Towards 
the end of the year, from enquiries received from some property owners 
it would appear that the conditions relating to improvement grants were 
becoming more widely know and appreciated. An important amendment 
brought about by the Housing Act 1952 is that 'tied' or 'service' 
cottages, which were previously ineligible for grant-aid, are now 
brought within the scope of such aid, and also by the passing of the 
Housing (Improvement Grant) Regulations 1952, the statutory maximum 
of cost of improvements is raised from £600 to £800. 


Progressive deterioration of old properties is the 
crux Of the housing problem. Except to rehouse families from 
dwellirgs which are fit only for demolition, the need now perhaps 
is not so much for the building of new houses, with hizh present-day 
cOsts reflected in correspondingly high rentals and saddled with 
hich subsidies, but for the improvement wherever possible of 
existinz properties. 


At the end of the year there were at least 66 dwellings 
in the District which by reason of uisrepair and sanitary defects were 
unfit for human habitation ana which were not capable, either 
Structurally or economically of beinz rendereu fit to the present day 
Standard. Demolition is the only action possible as far as these 
properties are concerned. Some other old properties however might 
very well be improved and modernised and the grant-aid which is 
available under certain conditions could be a vital instrument in 
many cases in securing such improvements, to the comma advantage 
of landlord, tenant, farmer and local authority. 7 


MILK REGULATIONS. 


During the year, a distributor of milk zave up his 
retail round, making a total of 5 on the resister. 7 supplementary 
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licenses for the retail sale of desimated milks were issued during 
the year. ‘There are no dairies, other than dairy farms in the District. 


FACTORY ACT. 


The number of factories on the rezister is 14, the 
majority being suall one-man villase businesses. 40 inspections 
were made during the year on which there is nothing special to report. 
The notice outstandins at the end of last year requiring suitable and 
sufficient sanitary conveniences at a factory was complied with 
durin: the year. 


SHOPS ACTS. 

At the end of the year there were 11 shops in the 
District. Inspections were made durirz the year, and there is nothing 
Special to report.

DRAINAGE AND _ SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


The year has azain seen little progress in the 
rrovision of satisfactory drainage systems in the area. The time 
Spent on the maintenance of the small sewaze disposal units taking 
the drainaze from the post-war council houses at Wansford, Thornhauzgh, 
Pilspate, Witterinz, Barrack and Ufford is considerable. The remarks 
IT made in my annual report for last year rezarding the insanitary and 
totally unsatisfactory state of the temporary unit at Uffinston Road, 
Barnack apnly to a greater degree this year. A further small unit 
takinz the drainaze from the proposed 16 new council houses at 
Orchard Road, Barnack was being constructed at the end of the year. 


A halt to present building operations in the 
villaze of Barrnack will shortly have to be maue until a villaze 
seweraze scheme is made available to take the effluents from existing 
and proposed: houses. 


During the year certain modifications and 
improvements were carried out on the units at Wansforu and Uffora. 


The village pond at Barnack was piped and filled 
in at a cost of £65.10.9 


REFUSE C9 Ov. 


The collection of domestic refuse in the District 
is carried out by contract in a satisfactory manner. During the year 
the refuse tip at Maxey used by the contractor was no lonser 
available, and I encountered considerable difficulty in securing a 
new tip. However, a tip at Helpston was eventually rented at £20 pea. 
exclusive of levelling costs. 


VIGHT SOIL COLLECTION. 


A new nizht soil collection contractor was 
Cnrloyed in January, but during the latter half of the year it was 
arparent that the scheme in addition to being unsatisfactory was also 
costly. At the end of the year I was preparing a scheme for the 
Collection of nizht soil from the whole district, by agirect labour. 


W R P 


(a) Wansford and Thornhauzh These parishes are supplied 
from outcropping springs, the collected water being pumped by a 
hydraulic ram to a 12,900 zalls reservoir at Thornhauzh. Two points 
were apparent during the year - 

(i) The scheme, althouzh adequate for the needs in 1937 
when it was first constructed, is insufficient for present-day 
demands. There is a comparatively plentiful supply of water 
at the source but the pumping capacity of the ram at 400 galls 
per hour leaves little to spare. This was especially apparent 
in June and July when, because of the long dry period, there 
was increased consumption. When this is accompanied by 
fractured distribution mains and leaking water services, the 
Position becomes acute, and a public notice had to be inserted 
in the local papers urging the need for strict economy in the 
use Of water. Night testing of mains and services during the 
period was made by the Council's Water Attendant and myself. 

(ii) Water samples taken periodically during the year 
from this system showed that certain pollution was occuring 
in the surrly pipe from the springs to the drive-pipe of the 
hydram. This pollution may be eliminated by pumping direct 
from the Leicester Road springs to Thornhauzh reservoir and 
by the efficient drainage of the bog in the collecting area. 


A fracture in the pumping rising main anu certain 
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repairs to the chlorinator and repairs and re-adjustments to the hydram 
were made during the year. 


Some 300 yards of disused 5" C.I. water main at 
Leicester Road, Wansford, which om cee comprised part of the 
distribution main to Stibbington, was brought into use by connection 
to the end of the Council's main during the latter part of the year. 


2 defective house services were discovered and repaired. 


(bo) Barnack Supply The parishes of Barnack, Bainton, Ashton, 
Ufford and Southorpe are supplied from a bore at Barnack, a submersible 
electric pump raising the water to a 15,9000 galls tank at Pilsgate. 
This system too has showed that in dry periods and during peak 
consumption the existing pump is too small to give an adequate safety 
margin supply of water, present-day demands far exceeding those for 
which the pump was installed pre-war. 


During the year certain repairs were made to the hypo-= 
chlorinator and rearrangement of the float switch control made at the 
water towere 


Pressure at the top of Ufford continued to be very poor 
and at the end of the year, the Council's Consulting Engineers were 
preparing a scheme, in conjunction with a scheme for relaying the 
defective water main at Southorpe, to give a better pressure by 
completing a ring main from Southorpe Hill to Ufford. 


A new 3" main 190 feet long was laid in June to serve 
the first phase housing in Orchard Road, Barnack. 


2 bursts in the main at Ashton and 12 at Southorpe 
were repaired during the year. 


(c) Bulk Supply Wittering is supplied by meter from the 
Stamford Waterworks, and St Martins ana Wothorpe are covered by the 
same water undertaking. 


(d) Water Samples 48 samples of water were taken during the 
year for bacteriological examination, results of which are as follows -

DEP OST TED PLANS. 


26 Plans were derosited during the year for approval 
under the Council's Buildins Byelaws. They included those for the 
erection of 17 houses and 4 flats by private enterprise, 4 conversions, 
and @ conversion of a building into a village hall. 


During the year 6 houses were completed by private 
enterrrise, 3 at Barnack and 3 at Wansford. 


BUTLDING LICHKYVSING. 
A summary of licenses issueu uuring the year is 
as follows - 


For new houses 4 at a total cost of £8552 
For Adaptations and Repairs a, "£1652 
Under Special Authority 2 . eM 21to6 


An arrlication for a licence for £950 was refused and 
another licence for £700 issued the rrevious year was cancelled. 


The followinz encourazing sians in relaxation of 
buil inz control were noted during the year - 
1. The raisinz of the 'free'limit' from £190 to £200 

The concession zranted in issuinz 'block licenses' in certain 
cases for private enterprise building. 

The coneession sranted in issuing, without question, licenses 
for the building of houses up to 1000 ft super, subject to prior 
planning and byelaw consents being obtained by the arrlicant. 
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During the year the remaining 4 houses at Ufford and the 
6 elderly peoples' houses at Barnack were completed. 4 elderly people's 
houses at Wittering were erected and of the 6 houses in the first phase 
Started at Barnack, 2 were completed, the remaining 4 being in final 
stazes of cOmpletion at the end of the year. 


HOUSING MANAGEMENT 


Various general repairs as necessary have been carried 
Sut to council houses in the district. Certain minor repairs are carried 
Out by the Council's workman, the remaining repairs by local jobbing 
builders. A block of 4 houses at Uffora and another 4 at Thornhaugh 
Were externally painted during the year at a cost of £60.15.0 and 


£49.19.9 respectively. 
BARNACK RECTORY CAiP. 


4 families were still in occupation of the last 4 huts 


in this camp. If possible, these families should he suitably rehoused 
at an early date to enable complete de=-requisition of the site. 
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PETROLEUY LICENSES. 


Inspections have been made of premises in the 
District at which petroleum is storeu to ensure that conditions 
imposed by the Petroleum Regulations are complieu with. 


COUNCIL DEPOT, WATER STORHS ETC. 


In June a new Ford 10 cwt Van was purchased at a 
cost of £483, and the old 5 cwt Morris Van, which had continually 
ziven trouble and which was expensive to maintain, was sold for E95 


During the year, the suprly of water stores and 
fittings was maintained and was sufficient for the immediate 
naintenance of the Council's water undertaking. 


The volume of work in my many duties is 
increasing, and being single-handed, some clerical assistance would 
relieve me of a certain amount of office routine so enabling me to 
devote more time to more important work. 


In conelusion, I shoulu again like to thank the 
members of the Council for their continueu unuerstanding and support 
ziven me during the year, and your new Clkerk anu other officers 
for their willing co-operation.
